By the help of Dr. Gates, the 
groups summarized the findings into 
these few statements: “The whole 
business of Comradship, which we 
call Love, is conditional on our own 
meaning of life and is dependent up- 
on our own loyalties. 

“Friendship is based on a self-giv- 
ing between people and sharing of 
whatever ideals are best.” 

Dr. Gates said in the final analysis,

from* suffering but by indulging in 
comradship with moderation then 
and only then will the finest friend- 
ships and relationships be formed. 
The aim, in the relation between 
men and women should be the attain- 
ment of the finest and most unselfish 
friendships and this in time will 
unite into the home and family.

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sionals, are today in the hands of the 
masses. For example, it is but a 
short time since photography has 
become more of an amateur activity 
than a professional. The same is 
true of the radio. The phonograph 
has made possible for the general 
mass of folks the enjoyment of the 
best in music and drama. The same 
is very largely true with the appli- 
cation of electric current. These 
conditions divide the mass of people 
into two groups. The one group 
which is consitituted to let to the 
artisan all the details of the appli- 
cation of these inventions. The other 
group desiring to know the means of 
application, thus adding to their con- 
tentment and satisfaction through 
the joy which the consciousness of 
being well acquainted. This group 
has brought increased demands upon 
the high school tc diffuse much of the 
knowledge which formerly was con 
sidered the field of the college. There 
is one other factor, however, that 
must be recognized and that is. that 
the American people are discovering 
mere and more the fact, that the | 
public school system in a democracy 
needs to provide a- menu of pre- 
paring for the life work of a large 
number of its pupils who will never 
attend college. In fact quite a large 
number who will never complete the ! , 
senior high school course. This fact 1 
has brought considerable pressure j 
from the standpoint of bringing 
down into the seventh and eighth - 
grade a type of subject matter which ^ 
shall function in developing the boy I 
or girl, who from the nature of their! 
interests in things material and on 
account of their motor-minded dispo- 
sitions,, want these courses. These ' 
will make their contribution to the 
world in the field of manufactured 
products. 

On account of this tendency a mim-^ 
her of the old school type of college I 
men have deplored the fact that the 1 
former college which aimed at cul-| 
ture is endangered in its existence. 
The dean of the Graduate School at 
Princeton twenty-five years ago de- 
livered a stirring address before the' 
National Educational Association on | 
th e “Perils of the Present Day Col-j 
lege.’’ Since that time the tendency j 
Which he deplored has increased ! 
many fold, so much that the happy 
medium for the average college to- 
day is stated in the ideal of having 
for Us aim the first two years of its 
college course as enlarging and en- ; 
riching the high school curriculum i 
with a view of broadening the inter-! 
ests of the students and devoting ' 
the junior and senior years morej 
specifically to the specialization of 
the field of activity in which the stu- 
dent expects to make his contribution 
to civilization. With this in mind 
you will have time to call attention 
to just a few of the outstanding aims 
of a college coure. Permit us to 
discuss briefly at least four, namely: 
(1) Christian character, (2) the use 
of good English in expression, (3) 
the acquaintance with some part of 
the store of knowledge which human- 
ity has accumulated, (4) the quicken- 
ing and training of the constructive 
imagination. We agree with Presi- 
dent Charles Eliot’s idea that the 
college graduate who selects these 
aims of the college course in his 
life is being recognized as a “culti- 
vated man.’’ 

I. The moral sense of the modern 
world makes Christian character a 
more important element than Is used 
to be in the ideal of a cultivated man. 
Now, character is formed, as Goethe 
said, in the “stream of the world” — 
not in stillness or isolation, hut in 
the quick-flowing tides of the busy 
world, the world of nature and the 
world of mankind. At the end of 
the nineteenth century the world 
was wonderfully different from the 
world at the beginning of that event- 
ful period: and , moreover, men’s 

means of making acquaintance with 
the world vastly ampler than they 
were a hundred years earlier. To 
the old idea of culture some know- 
ledge of histoid was indispensable. 
Now. history is a representation of 
the stream of the w.orld, or of some 
little portion of that stream, one 
hundred, five hundred, two thousand 
years ago. Acquaintance with some 
part of the present stream ought to 
be more formative of character, and 


more instructive as regards external 
nature and the nature of man, than 
any partial survey of the stream that 
'was flowing centuries ago. We have,) 
then, thru the present means of re- 
porting the stream of the world from 
, day to day, material for culture such 
as no preceding generation of men 
has possessed. The cultivated man 
tor woman must use the means which 
I steam and electricity have provided 
| for reporting the play of physical 
1 forces and of human volitions which 


too vast for any man to master, tho 
he had a hundred lives instead of 
one; and its growth in the nineteen- 
th century was greater than in all 
the thirty preceeding centuries put 
together. In the eighteenth century 
a diligent student with quick powers 
of apprehension and strong memory, 
need not have despaired of master- 
ing a large fraction of this store of 
knowledges Long before the end of 
the nineteenth ctntury such a task 
had become impossible.

Dr. Day a minister of the Christ 
Episcopal Church in Pittsburg, gave 
two very splendid addresses in the 
auditorium. His sense of wit and 
humor was i nique. The introductory 
statement he made was, “I have been 
asked to speak for two days on Sci- 
ence and Religion and I hope there 
will be no night there”. He proceed- 
ed to show how each person should 
have two lives, one of Science and 
the other Religion. He gave a very 
timely illustration about a certain 
colored minister in the South who 
preached to his parish about the 
“Origin and Facts of life”, and told 
them how the first man was made of 
mud and set up against the palings 
to dry. A laymember spoke up and 
said, “Who put up the palings”? The 
parson, in belated tones, said, “Sit 
down, now you have upset my whole 
theory of theology.” Dr. Day continu- 
ed by saying that each person comes 
to the palings when he doesn’t know 
what he thinks. 

He maintained that our belief in 
God was not as an Ideal but as Tran- 
; scendant and Imminent. That our 
belief arises first when we reach out 
and preempt those beliefs which 
are highest and best for the abun- 
dant life. We do not believe in God 
because the Bible tells us so, but 
we must get outside the Bible in or- 
der to understand what is in it. The 
central idea stressed in this lecture 
was that no stream rises higher than 
its course, neither does any move- 
ment or organization or either does 
the Consequent rise higher than the 
Antecedent. The three hig Concepts 
of God are Beauty, Truth and Good- 
ness \and we have these thru Jesus 
when He said, “Our Father”. 

“Out of the eater came forth meat; 
out of the strong came forth swee - 
ness.” This statement was not only 
a riddle for the Philistines to solve 
but the same thing can he sftid of Dr. 
Rugh. He was a man of strength, 
power and conviction. His very 
unusual subject, “On The "Way Out of 
The Fog”, created a tense interest 
from the outstart.

We are 
heartily in sympathy with practically 
all of this praise. The public schools 
have indeed become the melting pot 
of our country in a peculiar sense. 
The public schools do show to every 
boy and girl the ladder that leads to 
the highest positions in the world, 
even the White House 'and the Halls 
of Congress. The story of the Ameri- 
can High School is the greatest 
chapter in the History of Education, 
but, there is a certain inherent weak- 
ness in our state schools, because of 
their very nature, that must be sup- 
plied elsewhere, for instance our 
state schools do not neglect teaching 
of religion they simply omit it. They 
cannot enter this field without chang- 
ing the very principle of democracy.

“the many” and must be spent for the 
direct welfare of the many' The 
state school must always therefore 
be conservative and rniferm and 
teach and disseminate truths in the 
accepted field of knowledge.

undeniable gifts he is grateful. 

In four years the religious ortho- 
doxy that has always been the ruling 
force at Elizabethtown College has 
been modified to some extent by the 
liberalism of the 'age. The modifica- 
tion has been fought, but it has been 
an unavoidable social osmosis. There 
is no doubt of the benefits wrought 
by the leaven of liberalism; the doc- 
trine of isolation, no less suicidal 
than stagnation, is rapidly becoming 
untenable if the institution is to con- 
tinue to exist. There is still evi- 
dence of narrow-mindedness that 
smacks of bigotry, but there is also 
more of the atmosphere that guaran- 
tees genuine academic advancement. 

Intellectually, discussion is suc- 
ceeding repression, much as drama- 
tics and debate have succeeded lin- 
guistic desuetude; scholastically, 
there is less of dictation and more of 
direction; athletically, football prom- 
ises to oust thumb- twiddling. As a 
; whole, Elizabethtown College seems 
to have adopted a policy of progress 
that will, if it is pursued to its logi- 
cal conclusion, treble her power, 
prestige, and enrollment by the time 
the present freshmen are ready for 
their caps and gowns.

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IS ELIZABETHTOWN COLLEGE PROGRESSING? 

This question is already answered by the increased enrollment of the 
school, if growing numbers alone are considered. But growth and populari- 
ty include more than mere numbers. They are a. large factor, of course, but 
the influence and social service are of much more value. 

One reason for this growth and popularity is in the fact that the students 
receive excellent instruction from the teachers. They bring to their classes 
a lively interest in their subjects and inspire them with their presentation. 

Another reason is the personal interest taken in each individual student. 
Students entering for freshman work and those with Advanced standing are 
given attention and consideration rarely, if ever, given in larger institutions. 
There, a student is one of hundreds or even thousands and cannot expect to 
be considered in any other way than as part of a large machine. The value 
of personal contact in such a school as Elizabethtown College is measureless. 

The work of the College in giving extension courses in neighboring towns 
has brought more students. The enjoyment and instruction received in these 
courses influence teachers to enroll for summer work and at the regular ses- 
sions. These teachers in turn encourage their students to come here and 
make use of the advantages of such a growing institution. 

These are only a few of the reasons for the growth and increased popu- 
larity of this College. If the growth were to stop here it would be of little 
value outside of a narrow sphere. It is the duty of each student to be a 
credit to the school and to spread its influence far and wide.

Concert 

Company Opens 
Lyceum 

Tlie Theresa Sheehan Concert 
Company, composed of three lady 
artists of three different nationalities 
opened the lyceum course at the 
College Oh Friday, October 22. Iu 
spite of a noticeable losr: of attend- 
ance occasioned by the special series 
of sermons being preached in the 
Brethren Church in town, there was 
nevertheless a fairly large audience 
at the recital. 

The comments on the recital have 
been many and varied, and they 
range all the way from lavish praise 
to absolute condemnation. The gen- 
eral opinion does seem to be that 
this concert company - did not 
measure up to the standard hereto- 
fore maintained for the course. 
The inconsistency and unsatisfying- 
ness of the program as a whole ac- 
counts for this attitude. The most 
expressed criticism seems to be that 
there was too much mixing of the 
sublime and ridiculous, and too 
much “stunt” music and vaudeville 
“stuff” to give a single satisfying 
impression of artistry. 

Some of the numbers evinced un< 
deniable artistry: the violin solos (of 
which there was a paucity) and the 
impersonations by Miss Sheehan — 
these were excellent in their way 
and deserved the applause they re- 
ceived. ’Miss Richardson's interpret 
tation of “The Shepherd’s Song” on 
her old and expensive violin brought 
out its tone splendidly, and this solo 
was the finest number on the entire 
program. As a program committee for 
the Thereasa Sheehan Concert Com- 
pany we would like to suggest more 
violin and less soprano, more ar- 
tistry and less “stuntistry”--, in other 
words- more music and less matter.

Former Teacher 

Returns 

The student body recently enjoyed 
a Chapel talk ,by one of the former 
teachers, Miss Markley. 

After having been graduated from 
Ursinus Miss Markley came to Col- 
lege Hill as an English teacher in 
1911. As she whimsically remarked: 
she “practiced teaching on the stu- 
dents here,” as it was her first exper- 
ience in teaching. Her ability as a 
teacher is apparent for one of her 
pupils was R. W. Schlosser, present 
profesor of English. 

After teaching here she spent sev- 
en years at Agnes Scott College in 
South Carolina. 

Miss Markley is a woman of wide 
and varied experiences. 

During the War she served in 
“mothering” 30,000 boys. She was 
called by the Board of Education of 
the Lutheran Church to become its 
secretary. 

She was especially deligated to ex- 
amine and choose its missionaries. 
In this work she travels extensively 
among variour colleges. 

Miss Markley believes in showing 
situations as they are. She said in 
her contact with colleges she has 
noticed that college students are not 
“the cream of the nation”.. Some 
are the most dull as well as the most 
talented. She has found in factories 
and industrial fields many individ- 
uals that exceed most college stu- 
dents in insight, ability to grasp situ- 
ations and cope with various prob- 
lem. There is more in the outside 
world than the majority of educated 
| people realize. 

Miss Markley is a splendid ex- 
ample of fully developed woman- 
hood. She has not neglected Christ- 
' ianity and religion in her education 
j but has used it in serving her Master 
more efficiently and touching many 
I lives in her influence for Christ. 
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Two representatives. namely the 
president, Jesse Whitachre and sec- 
retary, Mary Hykes were sent by the 
Volunteer group to a Fall Retreat, 
held in Central New Jersey, at In- 
dian Hill Camp over the week-end 
of October 7th to 9th. 

The place was ideal for the occa- 
sion, it being six miles from the near- 
est town. The buildings were situ- 
ated in a beautiful grove on the east 
side of a large hill. 

Friday evening after enjoying a 
sumptuous dinner, the delegates as- 
sembled in the large receiving room 
before an open fire place, and the 
words spoken by the President of the 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey Union, 
Mr. Theodore Noss were: “This is 

the opening of our Fall Retreat.’’ 
The discussions were pertaining to 
the individual College Groups and 
their respective problems on their 
own campus.

Dr. Campbell Gives 
Survey of Health 

Conditions 


Convention 


The tenth quadriennial convention 
of the Student Volunteers of North 
America will be held in Detroit, 
Michigan, a convention which only 
appears once in the life of a college 
student. It will convene from De- 
cember 28 to January 2 and it is the 
purpose of the convention to discuss 
world problems in the light of Mis- 
sions and the relationship of miss- 
ions to nations, etc. Some of the 
worlds outstanding men such as John 
R. Mott, Robert E. Speer and Mr. 
Wilder will be principal speakers. 
Elizabethtown College wil be repre- 
sented by three delegates, namely, 
Professor A. P. Wenger, Miss Belle 
Spangler and Jesse W. Whitacre. 


Monday morning, November 7 
marked the beginning of Educational 
Week over various sections of the 
country and it was especially em- 
phasized at E. C. Dr. Campbell, a 
member of .the Public Health De- 
partment of Harrisburg, Pa., spoke 
to us on the subject of eHalth. What 
Public Health work is, what it is do- 
ing and some if its advantages, were 
his main thoughts for us. He point- 
ed out very clearly that public health 
work is a recent development, being 
only 21 years old in Pennsylvania. 
Our State is well to the fore in 
this work due to our wealth and yet 
Dr. Campbell thinks we are not 
spending enough of our money for, 
this worthy cause. He says we are 
only allowed to spent! 25 cents per 
capita and according to the appor- 
tionment of some other departments 
of the State which are not so worthy 
as this we ought to have 35 or 40 
cents per capita. 

Dr. Campbell said that the death 
rate from typhoid fever in 1905 was 
54 for every 100.000 population, last 
year it was 3. A result of the Pub- 
lic Health work, in giving better 
water supplies, better milk supplies, 
and better sewage. He made it very 
strong that typhoid is a vanishing 
disease arid in Pennsylvania is is 
anticipated that the death rate for 
1927 will be less than 3 for every 
100,000. 

Diphtheria is another disease that 
the Public Health has gotten large 
control over, in five years practical- 
ly one million school children have

“The resignation of Dr. Ober as 
President of Elizabethtown College, 
although anticipated by some of the 
members of the Board of Trustees, 
was received with regret and was 
accepted only after hearing the one 
l compelling reason, the physical con- 
dition of President Ober. Next to the 
members of the faculty probably no 
one knows better than the trustees 
| what a nerve strain it must be to ad- 
minister the affairs of a College. To 
bear up under the daily grind of the 
routine work in addition to the fin- 
ancial embarrassment due to a con- 
stantly threatening deficit in the cur-

Many parents are not 
in favor of the modern preventatives 
used to prevent diseases such as ty- 
phoid fever, diphtheria and small 
pox, said Dr Thompson, but, he con- 
tinued “We must use them in order 
to keep our children safe from dis- 
ease prevalent today.

As far back as we can trace the 
history of humanity we find art. 
Man first fashioned rude tools and 
implements to insure his existence. 
Almost simultaneously he marked 
these rudimentary devices to distin- 
guish them from those of his brother. 
This was the beginning of art. 

This went on for centuries,' reach- 
ing it’s zenith among the Greeks. 
We find them fashioning their cloth 
ing. their couches, their buildings, 
chci. vessels, utensils, weapons, and 
everything so perfectly in line, con- 
tour. and spacing that when pa-tly 
destroyed they are as priceless as 
when in the whole. 

A little later a different aspect 
toward art arose. We find art now 
fostered by convents and cloisters. 
The religious note became evident 
and “Art for art’s sake’ 1 was the cry. 
This meant no longer the decoration 
of the common place, the article in 
daily use, but a noble theme or a 
grand subject executed on the walls 
of a church or cathedral. The 
dweller in the convent in order to 
promote the growth of the soul, with- 
drew from worldly scenes. He de- 
nied himself the use of many well- 
designed articles and tried to fix his 
thots on spiritual things and so he 
surrounded himself with religious 
pictures. His chair or couch was 
not the gracefully carved, luxurious- 
ly covered piece of the Greeks nor a 
Louis XIV. It was a seat with three' 
legs and . no back but upon it he 
would sit entranced for hours with 
his gaze transfixed upon the oppo 
site wall where a brother had placed 
a religious painting while in a cramp- 
ed position on a rule ladder. 

Almost contemporary with the 
latter part of this era we find a re- 
vival of the Greek idea of the practi- 
cal arts. Kings and queens began to 
appreciate the value of the great 
paintings in the cathedrals but could 
not collect them for they were 
painted directly on the walls of the 
buildings. These rulers fostered art 
by providing shelter gratis for prom- 
ising young artists who in turn paid 
these benefactors by painting por- 
traits of them, their friends and 
families. So it was possible for 
them to make art collections of the 
movable type. Crafts also flourish- 
ed during this period and tradesmen 
vied with each other in placing upon 
the market well-designed furniture. 
So we became possessors of a Shera- 
ton, a- Heppelwhite or a Chippendale 
chair.

Trends In Education

The music, on 
a whole, was very well selected and 
appealed to the music lovers at the 
College. Standards of music appre- 
ciation are gradually changing and 
ever demanding a higher type of 
music and presentation. We feel 
that this program was one typical of 
the best and worthy of patronage.

On Thursday morning, November 
10, H. E. Gress, superintendent of the 
Lancaster City Schools addressed the 
student body of Elizabethtown Col- 
lege on the subject “Modern Trends 
in Education.” 

He first showed the important 
factors in education. He clearly and 
forcefully showed that in the educa- 
tion of ten or fifteen years ago that 
interests centered about the subjects 
arithmetic, spelling, and reading. 
But the modern trend is to center 
the interest around the child. This 
is also true in the case of. Colleges, 
the student being the center there. 
Therefore, the success of an institu- 
tion is determined by the students. 

Another trend in modern educa- 
tion is to take account of the child’s 
likes and dislikes. Out of this grew 
the differentiation of courses. For 
example, in the city of Lancaster 
just recently they have organized 
a “Cooperative Retail Selling 
Course ” because business calls for 
trained salesladies for heads of de- 
partments. So part time is spent in 
practical experience and part time in 
school. Also club work is being 
carried on as well as courses in 
guidance. 

Mr. Gress emphasized the import- 
ance of reading. Get ideas in- 
stead of words in reading. What 
does a page in history mean? Get a 
few centra 1 outstanding ideas and 
build around them. Grasping the 
meaning is the big thing. This is why 
silent reading is emphasized in pub- 
lic schools. 

Not only should the interests cen- 
ter around the child, and courses be 
differentiated, and reading be empha>- 
sized, but above all, the forming of 
good habits is the most important 
work of a teacher especially living 
them out in himself. Children to 
some degree will imitate their teach- 
er. Learn to be accurate, practice 
truthfulness, be dependable and a- 
bove all develop a good moral 
character. 

In summarizing he urged the get- 
ting of ideas to think, and the de- 
veloping of good habits.

HON. JAMES B. ASWELL 


On the evening of December the 
second Hon. Jas. B. Aswell, a mem- 
ber of Congress from Louisiana will 
give a lecture in the College Chapel. 

Congressman Aswell will talk on 
‘“Selective Immigration and Alien 
Registration.” Dr. Aswell is known 
as an orator, educator, statesman 
and lecturer. Fourteen years he 
was a member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, where his close contact 
and vigorous activities in government 
affairs at Washington enable him to 
bring an up-to-date living message, 
instructive and uplifting. 

Dr Aswell was the only member of 
Congress to accompany the Secretary 
of Labor, Hon. James J. Davis, to 
Europe to study Immigration condi- 
tions and to induce foreign govern- 
ments to co-operate with our Govern- 
ment in having American officers ex- 
amine the would-be-immigrant in his 
home country. 

In his “Immigration" lecture he 
gives a vivid picture of conditions in 
Europe and the advantage of selec- 
tive immigration. The prospective 
immigrant should be examined in his 
home country and required to show 
proof of the kind of work he can best 
do. He should also agree in advance 
to go to a certain section of the 
United States to do work needed and 
to which he is accustomed.

Congressman 
From Louisiana 
Gives Stirring

LEAVES STRONG IMPRESSION AT

Similar conditions are found in the 
other newly organized nations, a- 
mong them Czecho slovakia. This 
small coutry of many nationalities 
used our constitution as its model, 
but today does not, through it, pos- 
sess any idea of democracy. “Rus- 
sia,” he said, “is the most wretched 
nation in the world today." If such 
conditions as these exist: poverty, 

disease, filth, oppression, and an- 
archy running riot everywhere, can 
we blame the people for desiring 
America ? 

In Italy Dr. Aswell, upon advanc- 
ing his proposition, was met by 
Mussolini's “ultimatum”: NO. Here 

through a magnificent bluff, he con- 
vinced Mussolini that if the United 
States were not allowed to examine 
their people at home, the immigrant 
quota would he entirely cut off. Eu- 
rope consented. 

Today, we have the law for which 
this congressman and his ally work- 
ed so hard. But another law is be- 
fore Congress. It provides that the 
immigrant agree in advance to go to 
a certain section of the United 
States to do work needed there and 
which he can do. Thus America 
can assimilate the foreigner. There 
is a glorious tomorrow dawning for 
every American citizen.

Not flaunting her strength as a 
giant but bending over a sick and 
wounded world like a good Samari- 
tan; 

Not in splendid isolation but in 
courageous cooperation; 

Not in pride, arrogance, and dis- 
dain of other races and peoples, but 
in sympathy, love, and understand- 
ing; Not in treading again the old 
worn blood pathway which ends in- 
evitably in chaos and disaster, but 
in blazing a new trail along which, 
please God, other nations will follow 
into the realization of a warless 
world. Some day some nation must 
take that path — unless we are to 
lapse again into utter barbarism — and 
that honor I covet for my beloved 
America, and so, in that spirit and 
with these hopes I say with all my 
heart and soul ‘ America First' ”. 

Therefore, let it be understood that 
world organization may stimulate 
thinking in the direction of interna- 
tional brotherhood and amity of na- 
tios; that reduction of world arma- 
ments may tend toward the realiza- 
tion of a \yarless world; but above 
all be it remembered that the outlaw- 
ry of war will be accomplished only 
on the establishment of a conviction 
that war is wrong. Such a convic- 
tion can be placed in the heart of 
men only through a program of edu- 
cation in our schools, colleges and 
churches. Such a program is possi- 
ble. It can be done, and done it 
must be.

Report In Chapel 

THE GREAT OBJECTIVE 

Some time ago it was my privi- 
lege to attend the annual conference 
of the New Jarsey Library Associa- 
tion and the Pennsylvania Library 
Club at Atlantic City. At the vari- 
ous sessions of the conference sev- 
eral addresses were delivered, a 
resume of which may be of interest. 

The first address during the Sat-

A. Edward Newt' n, of Philadelphia, 
a frequent contributor to the Atlan- 
tic Monthly.

It can be truly said that 
the address glowed with a love for 
the best that man has placed on the 
printed page. 

Following thi|s scheduled address 
Richard Rogers Bowker, courageous 
pioneer, sane idealist, and a valued 
library trustee, asked leave to speak 
briefly.

The curriculum of Elizabethtown College includes certain courses 
which definitely require a major, and therefore quite extensive patronage of 
the library and the volumes found therein is necessaryj Thus, it is evident 
that the teachers and students along with their materials of preparation do 
□ ot always constitute a complete working unit to fill the demands of the 
daily recitation. Since effective preparation is often dependent upon facili- 
ties of the library, consequently the library or rather those in controle, may 
justly be considered responsible to the student body as a whole to improve 
and maintain those facilities to an extent reasonably satisfactory. 

It can be said with absolute truth that library accommodations, as 
found at present, fail to meet the wholesome approval and satisfaction of the 
students. Who is to blame? 

Elizabethtown College since its beginning has grown and progressed. 
So has the library as one of its parts or units. The library to-day is at least 
twice as large as it was ten years ago. At that time with a very greatly de- 
creased library and student body, there was one librarian in charge. To-day 
with a greatly increased library and student body we also have but one li- 
brarian to discharge all the duties pertaining to the same. This does not 
only appear unreasonable but has proven unsatisfactory. 

For classes where a great amount of reference work is necessary, the 
library should either secure more volumes of the demanded reference, or 
otherwise make provisions for proper reservations of these texts by procuring 
extra library assistance. For example, let us note a certain course in socio- 
logy. The entire assignment given by the instructor was contained in a 
single volume to be found only in the library.i The evening before the reci- 
tation of that class there were no less than twelve students endeavoring to 
procure the text. Even earlier in the day efforts were made by various stu- 
dents with no success in obtaining the book. On examining the records at 
the librarian’s desk it was found that it had been checked out by one class- 
member for a period of two weeks. Thus under the present inefficient and 
unaccommodating system it is impossible for the majority of the class mem- 
bers to deal justly with their assignments. 

Each student pays a sufficiently large library fee, to justify access 
to any reference which may be assigned to him, but under the prevailing 
conditions only a small minority can possibly be benefited. 

From these facts it is evident that library management as described 
above is absolutely undesirable and in no wise should such injustice be toler- 
ated by a democratic institution.

Opinions will differ as to 
whether many of these articles 
should be classed as luxuries or non 
essential and expenditure on them as 
unwise or extravagant. Expenditure 
in reasonable measure are not regard 
ed as luxuries or wasteful. We are 
aware of the fact that no one would 
ask the public to eliminate all such 
expenditures ,or expect the public to 
make more than a reasonable reduc- 
tion of them. 

A common test for luxury is that 
the benefits derived from outlay 
should in some way be commensur- 
ate with the sacrifice involved. There 
is a moral obligation of administering 
wealth as a social trust. Excessive 
luxury is a- violation of moral obliga- 
tion. If millions of dollars are lav- 
ished in ostentations display during 
a hard winter, when multitudes of 
people are on the verge of starvation, 
we feel that there is an immense 
disproportion between the pleasure 
actually derived from such expendi- 
tures and the possible good that 
might have been accomplished with 
the resources thus squandered. 

Few people know how to obtain the 
highest utility from material goods. 
This is quite evident among the poor 
and ignorant. Leisure and independ- 
ence might be theirs if they could

Middle Ages; today they are neces- 
sities even for the poorest.” 

The following figures which are 
estimates of the U. S. Treasury De- 
partment for the year 1925, will help 
us to understand to a certain degree 
what is spent for luxuries. 

Tobacco, $1,847,000,000; soft drinks 
and ice cream, $820,000,000; theatres, 
movies, etc. $934,000,000; candy $689,- 
000,000; chewing gum, $87,000,000; 
jewelry, $453,000,000; sporting goods, 
toys, etc., $431,000,000; perfumes and 
cosmetics, $261,000,000; Total expen- 
ditures for luxuries. $5,522,000,000. 

The amounts for the states are 
approximate, not exact. The expen- 
ditures for 1926 were probably more 
since this was the record year for 
prosperity. One writer (Claxton) 
who included as luxuries carpets, 
rugs, excess over stated prices of 
wearing apparel, liveries, pianos, or- 
gans, victrolas, electric fans, art 
works, toilet soaps, automobiles and 
parts, ice cream, cakes, luxurious 
services, luxuries ! n hotels and res- 
taurants, luxurious food joy riding 
pleasure resorts, "tc. esumates the 
expenditures for luxuries at $22,060

The lowly Freshies rose in their 
wrath on the afternoon of March 21, 
and smote the dignified seniors a 
paialyzing blow.

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Not only was Brother Keller deeply 1 
interested in the work of the college; 
he was also used in many organiza- 
tions in the work of the church of his 
district. For a number of years he 
served as District Sunday School 
Secretary and succeeded in establish- 
ing many Sunday Schools over the 
entire district and by his inspiration 
created higher standards in the 
schools that already existed. As a 
servant of the church on the Mission 
Board and the Ministerial Board, he 
proved his worth by the valuable 
coun : el he was able to give. On vari- 
ous occasions he was resorted to for 
counsel on some of the weightiest 
matters that confronted the church. 
At the time of his death he was dele- 
gate-elect to the Annual Conference 
of the Church of the Brethren to be 
held at La Verne, California. These 
are only a few of the activities . in 
which Brother Keller engaged, but 
they are sufficient to have us see that 
be was a personality above the aver- 
age. In his community he was a 
most highly respected citizen, and 
his home life was beautiful to those 
who had the privilege of associating 
with him.

ers in the college at the time Elder 
Keller was at Elizabethtown. 

After he left his position of teach 
ing in the college, he returned to 
Shrewsbury and became interested in 
the furniture business. His business 
ability soon became very evident and 
for a number of years he served in 
the capacity of treasurer of the 
Shrewsbury Furniture Company. 
When the time came for the trans- 
fer of Elizabethtown College to two 
state districts of the Church of the 
Brethren, Elder Keller was at once 
selected as a member of the Board 
of Trustees from Southern Pennsyl- 
vania. It was in this capacity that 
he served the institution for eighteen 
consecutive years, missing only a 
few of the meetings of the Board of 
Trustees during that entire time. 

Brother Keller's heart was in the 
wo:k of the institution throughout 
his entire term of service. In many 
ways he proved himself to be a real 
help to the institution. Whenever 
representatives of the college were 
in York County, they invariably made 
their home with Brother Keller. He 
save many days to the interests of 
the college, traveling with solicitors 
as they canvassed for funds for the 
institution, as well as for students. 
He took every opportunity to keep 
the affairs of the college in the minds 
of his people and made earnest pleas 
for the support of the school at vari- 
ous meetings of the church. 

He was also deeply interested in 
having the young people of his com- 
munity go to Elizabethtown College 
for their education and training. He 
sent three of his own children to 
the institution and was responsible 
for many others who are now out in 
the teaching profession and in other 
walks of life. One of his daughters 
was married to Dr. Laban W. Leiter, 
who was at one time Professor of 
Biology and Registrar of the College. 
Because of this splendid patronage, 
the institution greatly feels the loss 
of an earnest worker and a real 
sympathizer with the cause of Christ- 
ian education.

We must place them on a founda- 
tion that they can ■'ully stand the 
storms of criticism. The speaker 
also stated that youth, when repress- 
ed. rebels. Youth must have free- 
dom. During the course of the ser- 
mon the thought was also brought 
cut that we should not wall our 
thoughts and actions in, but should 
let room for expansion. In .oth'er 
words, we should not confine our- 
selves to customs and traditioss but 
should launch out into the future, 
unafraid to challenge the undiscov- 
ered tasks of life. 

The sermon was indeed a master- 
piece. It was full of fruitful pass- 
ages. many too deep for thorough 
immediate grasp. 

The seniors, now alumni of the in- 
stitution can justly feel happy to 
have had our own president, R. W. 
Schlosser, deliver to them that long- 
to-be-remembered sermon.

MANY SPIRING NORMALS 

IN ATTENDANCE 


Memorial Day passed by quietly 
on College Hill. Professor Wenger 
took a group of Spring Normals to 
DuPont Gardens, while many others 
spent the day at Hershey, Lancas- 
ter, and other points of interest. 

Undoubtedly the college was repre- 
sented no place so well as at Gettys- 
burg where President Coolidge de- 
livered his Memorial Day address. 

Clouds of the early morning did 
not lessen the enthusiasm with which 
the students had awaited the com- 
ing of the day on which many of them 
for the first time, would see the 
President of the United States. Ac- 
cordingly every one set out — Gettys- 
burg their aim. 

Most of the Gettysburg excursion- 
ists. having reached their destination 
long before noon, spent some time 
surveying points of historical inter- 
est in and about the city. Noon saw 
many working their way towards the 
cemetery and the platform from 
which President Coolidge was to give 
his address. 

The cemetery was beautifully de- 
corated ; flowers were strewn upon 
the graves by the townsfolk and a 
flag waved above the tomb of each 
soldier. The pavilion was beautiful- 
ly decorated with our National Col- 
ors. This platform is erected near 
the place where the platform stood 
from which Lincoln delivered his 
famous dedicatory oration sixty-five 
year ago; that spot, at present, be- 
ing occupied by a museum. 

The U. S. Army Band and the 
Gettysburg Boys’ Band preceded the 
President’s arrival at least a half 
hour, 

A twenty-one gun salute, fired by 
a battery of Regular Army Artillery 
from Culp’s Hill, announced the ar- 
rival of the President. Then amid 
the cheers of thousands and the 
clicks of cameramen the presidential 
party made its way to the pavilion 
from which the President was to 
speak. 

Bishop Darlington of Harrisburg, 
delivered the invocation, after which 
Rev. A. E. Wagner, of Gettysburg, 
delivered “Lincoln’s Gettysburg Ad- 
dress.” Congressman Menges intro- 
duced the President who delivered 
his annual Memorial Day address. 

Throughout his address he made 
an ardent plea for war prevention 
through arbitration and the enact- 
ment of conciliation treaties. In 
speaking of the battle field of Gettys- 
burg he said: “It is associated with 
a great battle between the Union and 
Confederate forces, and with one of 
the greatest addresses ever deliver- 
ed by one of the greatest men ever 
in the world, Abraham Lincoln.” 

In referring to our present military 
policy, he said : “While we are main- 
taining these moderate forces, we are 
especially anxious for the world to 
know that they are purely for de- 
fensive purposes and to promote 
general peace and prosperity. No 
other nation has any thing which we 
would think of taking by force.” He 
further pointed out that prepared- 
ness was an aid to peace. Further- 
more: “The trend of civilization is 
undoubtedly toward peace. War is 
complete lawlessness. Peace is the 
rule of law. The principal effort 
after all is to bring the world under 
obedience to law.” 

In regards to law enforcement he 
pointed out that the degree to which 
the law was enforced was determin- 
ed by the people themselves. It is 
necessary that our citizens be law 
abiding, both at home and abroad. 

Broadening out, he pointed out 
that respect for law at home and

Eight years ago a forward move- 
ment took place at Elizabethtown 
College. 

The financial campaign was the 
first step in this movement which 
closed successfully in 1921. 

During this campaign and immedi 
ately thereafter a building and 
campus campaign was launched. We, 
at that time, tried to imagine Eliza^ 
bethtown College thirty years hence, 
or Elizabethtown College at 1950, 
at the age of fifty years, half a cen- 
tury. 

It was discovered that we did not 
have sufficient ground for this expan. 
sion. Ground was offered to us at a 
fair price along the south side of the 
campus, a part of the Buch-Hoffman 
tract. This offer was rejected and 
negotiations started to buy a part of 
the then Graybill farm, as we felt 
that this part when added would 
give us a rectangular plot and at 
the same time give us a beautiful 
spot for a lake, athletic field and 
natural scenery. This tract could 
not be bought at the time, however, 
an option was taken on this ground 
and sometime afterwards the pur- 
chase was consumated. A short 
time later a small tract was purchas 
ed from the Shenk farm making a 
total purchase of twenty-nine acres. 

The question then arose who 
should develop this plot. The mat- 
ter was presented to the Alumni As- 
sociation and they together with the 
students decided to sponser this part 
of the movement. 

After this ground, was purchased a 
topograyhic map of both the old and 
new plots of ground were taken in 
order to get elevations and proper 
lay out of the plot for the next thirty 
or more years. In this lay out were 
included the following buildings to- 
gether with a number of minor im- 
provements: Auditorium, Fairview 

Building. Gibble Science Building, Li- 
brary, Central Heating Plant, Girls 
Dormitory. Infirmary, Dining Hall 
Annex, Boys Dormitory and Gymna- 
sium.

finite steps were taken as to what 
could be accomplished the first ten 
years, or by 1930. The last building 
in this definite plan was the gym- 
nasium building. We might mention 
some of the things that have been 
accomplished since 1920 or during 
this first ten-year period: Fairview 
Hall was erected, Gibble Science 
Building was erected; a faculty cot- 
tage was erected, the Gymnasium we 
hope will be erected; a road and en- 
trance was established at College 
Avenue, a road and entrance was 
established at Orange St. entrance, a 
road was laid out to the rear of the 
orchard, a pavilion was placed on the 
campus, Lake Placida was formed, 
eleven tennis courts laid out; as well 
as a track field and basebell dia- 
mond. Thousands of trees were 
planted, also shrubbery. In fact our 
campus acreage was more than 
doubled and our buildings were more 
than doubled, with the equipment 
multiplied and modernized. Our Edu- 
cational Standards during these ten 
years were greatly raised. The col- 
lege was standardized during this 
period. The Academy abandoned, 
our College enrollment nearly doub- 
led and our faculty strengthened. • 

With this start of the first ten 
years, with sufficient ground for fu- 
ture development, we have no rea- 
son to doubt hat the next ten years 
or by 1940, the Church Auditorium, 
the Community Hospital, the Girls 
Dormitory, and the Heating Plant 
will be erected, and by 1950 the re- 
mainder of the buildings as laid out 
on the forward movement plan. 

The Gymnasium was planned in 
detail a few years ago and in fact 
we felt that we should have had this 
building last year, however we are 
glad to know it will now become a 
realization. With our Truesee, Uncle 
John Gibble, in charge of digging the 
foundations, with the contractor Jos- 
eph Risser, who has had a number of 
years of experience in putting up 
buildings, with contractor Leo Kob 
who has installed practically all the 
plumbing and heating in our other 
buildings, with tthe Conestoga Elec- 
tric Company efficient in their work 
as Electrical Contractors, we feel 
that by the time this building is 
erected we shall have no regrets 
whatsoever regarding this Gymna- 
sium Building. 

These buildings and material im- 
provements are dead things in them- 
selves and are simpy a means to 
an end. They will help to draw stu- 
dent and serve for the better develop- 
ment of the human side of life. May 
these buildings not be placed in vain 
but help to assist our hoys and girls 
to a stronger manhood and woman- 
hood for the services of life.

that building, and through several 
others, among them was the Dauphin 
County Memorial, Allegheny County 
Memorial, and Lancaster County Me- 
morial. These buildings are all of 
the finest type. At present there are 
over four hundred guests in the 
Homes. In connection with the 
Homes there is also the Philadelphia 
Free Mason’s Memorial Hospital 
which has a capacity for more than 
a hundred patients. They enjoyed 
the privilege of drinking water from 
the Buchmiller Memorial Fountain 
which is a structure of granite and 
bronze ten feet in height and thir- 
teen feet in diameter at the base. 

The Pennsylvania Mascnic Homes 
were started in 1910. The property 
consists of one thousand acres, most 
of it beng farm land, orchards, etc. 
A total of about $3,000,000 has been 
spent for the purchase and improve- 
ment of the property.
